Leaders faee demands on 
elimate, eeonomy at summit 

RUSUTSU, JAPANI The world’s top industri- 
alized nations begin their annual summit 
Monday confronted with demands they rein- 
vigorate the world economy, push ahead lan- 
guishing climate change talks and make good 
on pledges to battle poverty and hunger. 

Leaders from the Group of Eight — the 
United States, Japan, Germany, Britain, 
France, Canada, Italy and 
Russia — started gathering 
in the Japanese resort vil- 
lage of Toyako on Sunday 
for three days of meet- 
ings among themselves 
and with heads of African 
nations and top economies 
such as China. 

Despite the demanding agenda, concerns 
were high that the political uncertainties in 
some member countries — particularly the 
United States, where President Bush is 200 
days away from the end of this term — could 
prevent decisive action. 

Bush on Sunday urged his fellow leaders to 
push forward stalled talks on world trade in 
the so-called Doha Round, and to pour more 
aid into Africa, after a bilateral meeting with 
Japanese Prime Minister Yasuo Fukuda. 

Climate change was a top agenda item. The 
U.N.-led talks aimed at forging a global warm- 
ing accord by the end of 2009 have stalled 
because of deep disagreements over what tar- 
gets to set for greenhouse gas reductions, and 
how much developing countries like China and 
India should be required to participate, (ap)

Elk Killing 
Draws Ire 
Of Hunters 

BILLINGS, MONT. I Federal officials 
are considering a tentative propos- 
al that calls for capturing or killing 
infected elk in Yellowstone Nation- 
al Park to eliminate a serious live- 
stock disease carried by animals 
in the area. 

Government agencies have killed 
more than 6,000 wild bison leav- 
ing Yellowstone over the last two 
decades in an attempt to contain 
brucellosis, which causes pregnant 
cattle to abort their young. 

Cattle in parts of Wyoming 
and Montana where bison haven’t 
roamed for decades are being infect- 
ed, and officials in both states are 
now targeting elk as the cause. 

Livestock officials say infected 
elk herds around Yellowstone must 
be culled — an explosive proposi- 
tion for a prized big game species. 
Outfitters and hunters are digging 
in against the prospect of killing

Group: Cholesterol Pills OK for Kids 


Doctors recommend 
drugs for children as 
young as 8 years old 

CHICAGO I For the first time, 
an influential doctors group is 
recommending that some children 
as young as 8 be given cholesterol- 
fighting drugs to ward off future 
heart problems. It is the strongest 
guidance ever given on the issue by 
the American Academy of Pediat- 
rics, which released its new guide- 
lines Monday. 


WEIGHT CHECK 

Pediatricians should routinely 
checkthe cholesterol of children 
with afamily history of inherited 
cholesterol disease or with par- 
ents or grandparents who devel- 
oped heart disease at an early 
age, the recommendations say. 

Screening also is advised for 
kids whose family history isn’t 
known and those who are over- 
weight or obese, or who have 
other heart disease riskfactors. 


Dr. Stephen Daniels of the acad- 
emy’s nutrition committee says the 
new advice is based on mounting 
evidence showing that damage 
leading to heart disease begins 
early in life. It also stems from 
recent research showing that cho- 
lesterol-fighting drugs are generally 
safe for children, Daniels said. 

Drug treatment would generally 
be targeted for kids at least 8 years 
of age who have too much LDL, or 
“bad” cholesterol, along with other 
risky conditions, including obesity 
and high blood pressure. 


For overweight children with too 
little HDL, or “good” cholesterol, 
the first course of action should be 
weight loss, more physical activi- 
ty and nutritional counseling, the 
academy says. 

The academy’s earlier advice 
said cholesterol drugs should be 
considered in children older than 
10 only after they fail to lose weight. 
Its previous cholesterol screening 
recommendations also were less 
specific and did not include tar- 
geted ages for beginning testing.

C I N C I N N AT 1 1 Marty Boyer’s careful- 
ly maintained sport utility vehicle 
growled more like a dragster than 
a 2001 Honda Passport when he 
turned the key. 

“The second I turned it over and 
it sounded like a tank and a Harley, 
I knew exactly what had occurred,” 
said Boyer, 33. 

A half-dozen office colleagues 
had told him about that roar after 
their own catalytic converters were 
stolen, a crime that has been ris- 
ing rapidly across the country from 
riverside parking lots in Cincinna- 
ti to highways along the California 
coast. 

“I could teach my 6 -year- old 
how to do it in probably 15 min- 
utes,” Boyer said. “It’s like stealing 
from somebody while their win- 
dows are down.” 

The pollution-reducing convert- 
ers contain small amounts of the 


precious metals platinum and pal- 
ladium, and they’ve joined copper 
wire and sewer grates on the long 
list of metal items eager thieves 
are targeting to cash in on climb- 
ing metal commodity prices. 


Converter thieves slip under 
vehicles with battery-powered 
saws, sometimes in daylight, and 
in a matter of minutes leave owners 
with shocking repair bills.

Emirates Cancel

The Abu Dhabi government 
announced the debt relief and the 
naming of a new UAE ambassador 
to Baghdad shortly after Iraqi Prime 
Minister Nouri al-Maliki began a 
visit to the wealthy Gulf nation.

Ex- captives tell others 
held by Colombian

BOGOTA, COLOMBIA I Freed after 
years as rebel-held hostages, 
French- Colombian politician Ingrid 
Betancourt and four Colombian 
police officers sent radio messag- 
es of hope on Sunday to captives still 
detained in remote jungle camps. 

The former hostages appeared 
on a morning radio program aimed 
at rebel captives and wept as they 
recalled their ordeal, which ended 
four days ago when Colombian 
agents duped guerrillas into releas- 
ing 15 hostages. 

“Hostage brothers, what hap- 
pened to us has more than proved 
that God exists,” said police Cpl. 
John Jairo Duran. “We never thought

it would be our turn to be free, 
and it was. Your turn is very near.” 

Bogota’s Caracol Radio has 
broadcast the weekly “Voices of 
Kidnapping” program for the

14 years, inviting their relatives to 
call in with messages that hostag- 
es often are able to hear via por- 
table radio. 

In a surprise call from France, 
Betancourt sent “a big hug” to those 
left behind. 

“Have no doubt that I will con- 
tinue fighting so all of you return 
to freedom,” she told the program, 
which is transmitted before dawn 
nationwide. “Now that I’m free. 
I’m going to try to do what I can 
in Colombia and other countries to 
put an end to kidnapping.” 

Betancourt was kidnapped by 
the Revolutionary Armed Forces of 
Colombia, or FARC, while running 
for Colombia’s presidency in 2002. 

Colombia’s government says the 
FARC still holds about 700 hostages 
for political leverage and ransom.

What Is Public? 


Freedom of speech is 
not quite guaranteed 
with service providers 

CENSORSHIP I Rant all you want 
in a public park. A police officer 
generally won’t eject you for your 
remarks alone, however unpopu- 
lar or provocative. 

Say it on the Internet, and you’ll 
find that free speech and other con- 
stitutional rights are anything but 
guaranteed. 

Companies in charge of seem- 
ingly public spaces online wipe 
out content that’s controversial 
but otherwise legal. Service pro- 
viders write their own rules for 
users worldwide and set foreign 
policy when they cooperate with 
regimes like China. They serve 
as prosecutor, judge and jury in 
handling disputes behind closed 
doors. The governmental role that 
companies play online is taking on 
greater importance as their services 

— from online hangouts to virtual 
repositories of photos and video 

— become more central to public 
discourse around the world. 

It’s a fallout of the Internet’s 
market- driven growth, but pos- 
sible remedies, including govern- 


ment regulation, can be worse than 
the symptoms. 

Dutch photographer Maarten 
Dors met the limits of free speech 
at Yahoo Inc.’s photo -sharing ser- 
vice, Flickr, when he posted an 
image of an early- adolescent boy 
with disheveled hair and a ragged 
T-shirt, staring blankly with a lit 
cigarette in his mouth.

Without prior notice, Yahoo 
deleted the photo on grounds 
it violated an unwritten ban on 
depicting children smoking. Dors 
eventually convinced a Yahoo man- 
ager that — far from promoting 
smoking — the photo had value 
as a statement on poverty and 
street life in Romania. Yet anoth- 
er employee deleted it again a few 
months later. 

“I never thought of it as a photo 
of a smoking kid,” Dors said. “It was 
just of a kid in Romania and how 


his life is. You can never make a 
serious documentary if you always 
have to think about what Flickr 
will delete.” 

There may be legitimate rea- 
sons to take action — such as to 
stop spam, security threats, copy- 
right infringement and child por- 
nography — but many cases aren’t 
clear-cut, and balancing compet- 
ing needs can get thorny. 

In Dors’ case, the law is fully 
with Yahoo. Its terms of service, 
similar to those of other service 
providers, gives Yahoo “sole dis- 
cretion to pre-screen, refuse or 
remove any content.” Service 
providers aren’t required to police 
content, but they aren’t prohibited 
from doing so. 

While mindful of free speech 
and other rights, Yahoo and other 
companies say they must craft and 
enforce guidelines that go beyond 
legal requirements to protect their 
brands and foster safe, enjoyable 
communities — ones where minors 
may be roaming. 

Guidelines help “engender 
a positive community experi- 
ence,” one to which users will 
want to return, said Anne Toth, 
Yahoo’s vice president for policy.

Zach Galifianakis is 
the new face of the 
downright hilarious 

BEARDED I As Chris Rock per- 
formed in front of an audience of 
tens of thousands, comedian Zach 
Galifianakis watched admiringly 
offstage. 

“I just thought, 1 will never be 
able to do this,” Galifianakis joked 


in an interview at the recent Bonn- 
aroo Music & Arts Festival where 
he performed in a smaller — but 
thoroughly packed — tent than 
Rock’s. 

Galifianakis’ stand-up is a more 
intimate, ramshackle thing. His act 
includes one-liners accompanied 
by piano playing and unpredict- 
able excursions into the audience. 
Thickly bearded and unkempt , Gal- 
ifianakis isn’t Hollywood at all. 


Galifianakis may not have Rock’s 
polish or giant fan base, but he’s 
undoubtedly one of the most excit- 
ing comedians to emerge in the last 
decade. He’s the prime example of 
a new breed of comic who rises not 
through comedy clubs, but whose 
cultish renown grows organically 
through performances in rock clubs 
and by videos circulated online. 

He began doing stand-up, he 
says, in the back of hamburger 


restaurant in Times Square. By 
the mid ’90s, he was landing parts 
in sitcoms and movies. 

No role has yet fully captured 
Galifianakis’ disheveled wit, though 
he’s been around enough to be a rec- 
ognizable face. 

Instead, Galifianakis has distin- 
guished himself with his stand-up 
act, which he’s been more likely to 
perform at music venues, cof- 
feehouses and universities than 
comedy clubs. He was part of the 
“Comedians of Comedy” 2005 tour 
and subsequent film with Patton 
Oswalt, Brian Posehn and Maria 
Bamford. 

His quandary is that continu- 
ing his increasingly popular act 
might come at the sacrifice of 
the very thing it’s predicated on: 
authenticity. 

“It scares me,” he says. “Getting 
known can be dangerous to people. 
I think I’m too smart to get weighed 
down by that. Somebody said to me 
once — I may have come up with this 
— T want to be so famous I never tell 
the truth again.’ And that’s what hap- 
pens to a lot of these people. They’re 
not real people anymore.” 

For now, he plans to tighten his 
act, including a mock extravagant 
“Man in the Mirror” finale inspired 
by his experience listening to the self- 
improvement tapes of Eckhart Tolle 
while simultaneously being addicted 
to the Michael Jackson song. 

“I love doing it; don’t get me 
wrong” he says of performing com- 
edy. “I could just shave my beard 
and everything would be fine. I 
would shave, but then I look like 
Jodie Foster.”

Visit Beijing to see 
the Olympics; stay for 
its variety of cuisines 

My last houseguest had 13 restau- 
rants on his to -try list, including 
three renowned for succulent 
versions of crisp -skinned Peking 
duck, one popular for its tongue - 
tingling Sichuan cuisine and a 
Uighur joint known as much for 
the ethnic minority’s cumin- spiced 
lamb skewers as its exuberant floor 
show. 

“I never thought Beijing would 
have so many things,” he said 
hungrily after hours of online 
research. 

Gone are the days when the tra- 
ditional Chinese greeting “Have you 
eaten yet?” seemed like a bad joke in 
the dour capital where, as recently 
as the 1980s, staples were rationed, 
state -run canteens dished out the 
slop of the day in chipped enamel 
bowls, and restaurants were few 
and far between. 

Today’s Beijing is packed with 
eateries at every corner, open at 
all hours and offering regional 
cuisines of all kinds — a reflection 
of China’s stunning economic suc- 
cess after almost three decades of 
convulsive growth. 

And the run-up to the Aug. 8 
Beijing Olympics has underscored 
the quantum leap in the quality and 
variety of fare on offer, with menus 
and manners being polished in 
anticipation of the crowd of 500,000 
visitors during the games. 

From al dente hand-pulled 
noodles splashed with bracing 
black vinegar from Shanxi prov- 
ince in the north, to fingernail- size 
chicken pieces buried in a moun- 
tain of dried chilies from Sichuan 
in the southwest, to the rich, sweet 
braises of the east, there is some- 
thing to pique every palate. 

Don’t forget the street food

— handmade pork buns, candied 
fruit and egg, lettuce and crisp fried 
dough rolled in a freshly made flour 
crepe, a Chinese burrito of sorts. 

And that’s just from within the 
country. 

Sushi and sashimi? Ocean fresh. 
Persian grilled meats and stews? 
In the heart of the city. Fish and 
chips? Beer batter or breadcrumbs, 
take your pick. Greek, Vietnamese, 
Italian, German, French, Ethiopian, 
Spanish, Singaporean, even kosher. 
The list goes on. 

“Simply put, we’ve gone from 
eating just to fill our stomachs to 
the stage where we are open to the 


complete pleasures of the dining 
experience,” says Chitty Chung, 
editor in chief of Beijing’s Food & 
Wine magazine. 

That includes not only an aware- 
ness of a restaurant’s environment. 


the chef’s concepts, quality of ser- 
vice, the pairing of food and wine, 
and nutritional balance, but also a 
willingness to try new things, says 
Chung, who recommends Dadong 
Roast Duck Restaurant not only for 


the namesake fowl but also for its 
light modern twist on traditionally 
heavy Shandong fare. 

“People’s eyes are opening up, 
and they are becoming more inter- 
national. They are ready to accept 
and taste food from other parts of 
the world,” she says. “The choices are 
far beyond your imagination.” 

“Beijing has a concurrence of 
circumstance at present,” says 
Malcolm McLauchlan, general 
manager of 1949, The Hidden 
City, a cluster of ambitious res- 
taurants overlooking the shady 
courtyard of a former factory.

The Southern liquor’s 
popularity means new 
business for distillers 

To Wild Turkey master distiller 
Jimmy Russell, the piercing sounds 
of a warehouse rising in the Ken- 
tucky countryside are the sounds 
of prosperity. 

“As long as you see work going 
on — and the construction, and 
increasing your size — you know 
your business is doing well,” said 
Russell, who started working for 
the bourbon maker in 1954. 

Distillers are expanding their 
bourbon production and storage 
and dispatching sales teams around 
the world, bullish for a traditionally 
Southern beverage gaining popular- 
ity worldwide. Surging exports, the 
weak U.S. dollar and rising popu- 
larity among younger Americans 
are driving the boom. 

“It’s an exciting time to be in 
the bourbon business,” said Max L. 


Shapira, president of Heaven Hill 
Distilleries Inc., a family- owned 
liquor company based in Bard- 
stown, Ky. “Most of the time that 
I’ve been in the business — up until 
about the last 10 years — everybody 


was trying to consign the bourbon 
category to that great liquor store 
in the sky.” 

Heaven Hill recently spent near- 
ly $4 million boosting capacity 
50 percent at its distillery in Louis- 


ville, where it makes Evan Williams 
and Elijah Craig bourbons. 

Wild Turkey, part of bever- 
age company Pernod Ricard SA, 
based in France, sold more than 
1 million cases worldwide last year 
for the first time. Its $36 million 
expansion near Lawrenceburg, 
Ky., will nearly double its produc- 
tion. The distillery at Jack Daniels 
Tennessee Whiskey in Lynchburg,

Tenn., is about to undergo a nearly 
$6 million addition to install nine 
more fermenters. 

Maker’s Mark is preparing 
for a second expansion. And Jim 
Beam, the world’s biggest bourbon 
maker, is in the midst of a $70 mil- 
lion expansion in Kentucky. 

International expansion in this 
quintessentially American segment 
is more than offsetting the pinch of 
rising grain and fuel costs. 

Grain accounts for a fraction of 
the overall cost of making bourbon, 
even though it’s made from a mix 


that must be at least 51 percent 
corn. 

Eric Schmidt, research director 
at Beverage Information Group said 
much of the sales growth has been 
in higher-priced small-batch and 
single-barrel products. 

“Younger consumers are inter- 
ested in drinks that were, you might 
say, their grandfathers’ drinks,” Sha- 
pira said. 

According to Beverage Infor- 
mation Group, a market-research 
firm tracking the liquor industry, 
14.7 million 9 -liter cases of straight 
whiskey sold in the United States 
last year. Up about 1 percent from 
2006, the figure still lags vodka and 
rum in sales and percentage growth 
but is outpacing Scotch whisky, the 
firm said. 

At the Hemingway Bar at the 
Hotel Ritz in Paris, Kentucky bour- 
bon is the choice for one in five cock- 
tails, head bartender Colin P. Field 
said, though it still trails vodka and 
cognac in popularity. 

“Although bourbon wasn’t made 
to make cocktails, it works so well 
with cocktails,” Field said. 

Jim Meehan, bar manager at 
PDT in New York City, said the same 
premium small-batch products that 
made him a bourbon drinker in col- 
lege are attracting new fans. 

“You get a taste for bourbon; 
you don’t stop drinking bourbon,” 
he said, bruce schreiner (ap)

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The Pop Pinup 


Katy Perry’s closet is 
packed with vintage 
clothes and jewelry 

Katy Perry is hunched over a big 
duffel bag, rifling through printed 
dresses, retro rompers, hats, tur- 
quoise suede heels and other anti- 
wallflower accessories, deciding 
what to wear for the second take 
of her photo shoot. She holds up a 
red straw hat with a brim the size of 
a truck tire, then fishes out a beaded 
red purse shaped like an apple. “See,” 
Perry says, her huge blue eyes wid- 
ening. “I love anything fruit.” 

“There are 
definitely 
flavors of that 
1940s pinup 
in how I dress.” 

The pop singer’s quirky style and 
Varga Girl-meets- Joan Jett looks are 
why she’s been on the fashion world’s 
radar for months, though her debut 
album, “One of the Boys” — featur- 
ing the cheeky, already ubiquitous 
pop single “I Kissed a Girl” — was 
just released. 

This year, she’s been busy vamp- 
ing it up in fashion spreads for mag- 
azines like Nylon and Zink — not to 
mention the cover of Women’s Wear 
Daily — and recently had her ward- 
robe dissected on “The Fit,” a video 
series on MySpace Fashion. 

Designers were calling before her 
first single even hit the Web, eager 
to get in early with a potential “it” 
girl. Perry caught the eye of Betsey 
Johnson after being snapped in one 
of the designer’s dresses for WWD; 
soon after, Johnson was dressing the 
singer for various fashion shows in 
New York. “Betsey really likes Katy’s 
appearance,” says a spokesperson 
for the company. “She’s very curvy 
and pinup -looking — a typical Bet- 
sey girl.” 

She’s pals with zany T-shirt 
designer Johnny Cupcakes and 
dark-and-moody seamster Neil

Barrett. Shoe designer Steve 
Madden has tapped the 23 -year- 
old for an ad campaign. Even Karl 
Lagerfeld’s a fan. Perry attended 
Chanel’s party for its new boutique 
in Los Angeles last month wearing 
a black cocktail dress given to her 
by the house. 

Plenty of pop stars have tried to 
straddle the line between sexy and 


innocent (Mariah Carey has strug- 
gled for years), but with Perry, you 
get the sense that it’s no act. 

And it’s no mystery why style - 
watchers have been chasing her 
down. It’s a rare pop tart who 
comes out of the gate boasting such 
a bold, distinctive look; even Chris- 
tina Aguilera flirted with seat-less 
chaps on her journey to her screen- 


siren style. 

“I really like to look like a histo- 
ry book,” says Perry, who talks with 
her hands — tipped with short nails 
painted neon rainbow with leopard 
spots. “I can look 1940s, I can look 
1970s hippie-chic, or sometimes I’ll 
pull that ’80s Brooklyn hip-hop kid 
with the door-knocker earrings.” 

“There are definitely flavors of 
that 1940s pinup in how I dress,” 
Perry says. But like most fashion- 
forward girls in their early 20s right 
now, she’s also nutso for anything 
’80s — big bows, strapless dresses 
and neon, neon, neon. 

Perry’s biggest influences — a list 
of trend-setting female pop-rockers 
including Cyndi Lauper, Garbage’s 
Shirley Manson, Pat Benatar and 
Jett — also play into her style. 

Perry gets a regular assist in the 
wardrobe department from celebri- 
ty stylist Johnny Wujek, who’s been 
working with her since 2005. Wujek, 
who also works with Lake Bell and 
Kate Mara, says the relationship is 
pure collaboration — the pair were 
good friends even before they started 
working together. “It just worked out 
perfectly that I’m a stylist and she’s 
a rock star,” Wujek says. “Katy loves 
to push the boundaries and be her 

own colorful self. She once told 
me she wanted to look like an 
ice cream cone, so I got her a 
Jeremy Scott dress that’s actu- 
ally an ice cream cone.” 
Perry credits Wujek 
with “regularly blowing 
my mind.” For Nylon, 
“He made me a head- 
band with my name 
spelled out in Legos,” 
she says. Although 
Perry is generally up 
for anything, she 
recalls an instance 
when Wujek took 
the zaniness too 
far. “He showed up with 
a Chiquita banana headdress 
once, and I was, like, ‘That’s a bit 
much.’” 

Meanwhile, she’s already been 
anointed by high priestess of pop 
(and original right-wing instiga- 
tor) Madonna, who called Perry’s 
sendup of metrosexual men, “Ur So 
Gay,” her favorite song in a recent 
interview. “I’m still floored by that,” 
Perry says. “It’s, like, ‘You’re Madon- 
na — you don’t have time to be lis-

What are you hearing from vot- 
ers about the economy: Are peo- 
ple truly scared? And do you get 
a sense from them about which 
presidential candidate they feel 
is better equipped to deal with 
it? 

People are terrified. And you can 
see in their spending habits — car
